LORD CURZON RESIGNS. 


Lonpon, August 20. 
It is officially stated that Viscount Carzon, 
Viceroy and Governor-General of India, has 
resigned. Mr. Balfour has communicated the 
resignation to the King. ( Reuter) 


Though Reuter’s brief telegram gives no 
reason for Lord Carzon’s resignation, it is im- 
possible to avoid the inference that it is in 
some way connected with the recent dispute 
between Lord Kitchener and the Viceroy. It 
was generally stated and believed that the 
dispute had terminated in a satisfactory com- 
promise, but from the latest accounts it seems 
only too probable that ‘after experience of the 
actual working of the compromise, Lord Cur- 
zon found it less satisfactory than it had ap- 

red on paper. On the other hand Lord 
Corson has now been seven years in India, hav- 
ing been reappointed Viceroy in 1904, and is 
known to be feeling the effects of the climate 
and the hard work which his position involves. 
Here, we hope, will be found the true cause of 
his resignation, for the fact that a Viceroy had 
retired in consequence of a dispute with the 
Commander-in-Chief in India would be painful 
to all who have the true interests of the Empire 
at heart.
